TO BE LOST. 


A H otel at H artford, Conn., W recked 
by an Explosion—M ost o f Its In ­ 
m ates B uried or Burned. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORb-UNION.l 


H a r t f o r d (Conn.), F ebruary 18th.—A boiler 
exploded early this m orning in the Park Cen­ 
tral Hotel, blow ing out th e entire front and one 
aide of th e house. The low er part of the m ain 
building and all the staircases w ere destroyed, 
cutting off all cb anees o f escape. The hotel 
was a five-story building built of brick, and hsd 
eighty bed-room s—all occupied last night. A 
fire broke out im m ediately after the explosion 
and very few m en in the building escaped; be­ 
tw een sixty and seventy lives are supposed to 
have been lost. T he boiler was left in charge 
of two m en, w ho w ent aw ay leaving it to care 
lor itself. The result is a great disaster. 
The force o f the explosion was terrific. A 
w om an lying on h er bed was throw n into the 
stree*. 
The heavy outer-door of the house 
landed a block away. The explosion occurred 
about 5 o’clock. The steam and fire prevented 
beginning the search of the ruins u n til 9 o’clock. 
Groat uncertainty prevailed for hours concern­ 
ing those know n to have been in the house last 
night. 
It was known early, however, th at 
nearly all the servants were saved. The m iss­ 
ing were the guests. 
SCENES OP HORROR. 
The scenes at the ruins were heartrending. In 
the center of the spot w here the building stood 
were a m an, his wife and little girl. No help 
could get to th em . They finally fell back into 
the flames aud perished in plain sight of the 
spectators. The child cried for help, but the 
m an and wom an uttered no word and in each 
other's arm s m et death bravely. 
A young lady was seen to fall from a beam 
into tbe fire. 
W illiam Seymour and W illiam Skinner were 
em ployed in the boiler-room. 
N either was 
found this m orning and probably both perished. 
A guest struggled irom tbe half-w recked room, 
groi>ed his way over 
h alf a-dozen 
burning 
beam s, missed bus footing, and w ith a shriek, 
fell into the roaring flames below. The pouring 
of w ater on the flames increased the perils of 
those in the ruins, tne w ater tu rning to steam 
and scalding the struggling survivors. 
THE RUIN COMPLETE. 
' 
The house could accom m odate about one h u n ­ 
dred guests. It was a favorite Sunday stop-over 
place for com m eicial tourists. The great boiler 
was in the basem ent. The hotel was blown to 
pieeeR. Only a sm all portion of one w all is 
standing in the ruins. The flames im m ediately 
bioke out in a dozen places, and w hen the ad ­ 
vance guard of firem en and policem en arrived 
the rum s were everyw here on fire, and dense 
clouds of steam prevented the firem en seeing 
those who w ildly called for help. 
Jam es, agent of the White Star Line, was 
taken out at noon alive aud not badiv injured, 
although not able to stand. He said landlord 
K etchum and his wife were under w here he 
laid. 
A num ber of persons have been sent to the 
hospital badly burned and otherw ise injured. 
Two assistants in the boiler-room and the 
night clerk of the hotel are m issing; also, P endle­ 
ton, of Indiana, whose first nam e is unknow n, 
who w as canvassing for subscriptions to the 
m onum ent for Thom as A. H endricks. 
THE PECUNIARY LOSS. 
The hotel liad previously been unlucky. It 
was built fifteen years ago a t a cost, including 
furniture, oi S13o,000. Tbe soil is soft and the 
building soon settled bodily. The building is 
now practically a total loss. The insurance was 
only 83S,C00, and it is said there is none in P a­ 
cific coast com panies. 
SOME THAT WERE RESCUED.

H a r t f o r d , February ]8tb.—Just before day­ 
light this m orning the city was startled by the 
sound of a m onster explosion, and im m ediately 
persons in th at section near th e Capitol were 
lurther sta rtltd by the sound of crashing walls 
and lading tim bers, m ingled w ith the scream s 
of wom en aud shouts of m en, com ing from the 
vicinity of High and A lim streets, w hich had 
been the site of tbe Park Central Hotel. Those 
who hurried to the spot found a large pile of 
stone and brick and splintered tim bers, from 
w hich w hite clouds o f steam arose, streaked 
and blackened by w reaths of sm oke th atiap id ly 
grew more dense. Thc-n tongues of flame leaned 
out here and there, gradually growing stronger, 
until the ruin was r roariDg heap. Cries and 
m oans cam e from the pile, which m ade the by­ 
standers sick w ith horror. 
The Are departm ent w as soon on the scene, 
and m any stream s of w ater were directed upon 
the flames. As daylight cam e on the helpers at 
the ruins could see behind it the annex to the 
building, in which were the house servants of 
the hotel, arid w hich was spared. 
A portion of 
the tier of rooms at the rear o f the m ain build- 
iug la d rem ained standing, but the partitions 
were torn aw ay and the rooms opened to the 
air. The Boors of muuy o f them bad partly 
given way and tum bled th e occupants and fur­ 
niture upon the confnsed rufbs below. The 
frightened employes w ere safely taken from the 
annex by ladders. 
Finally th e flames were m astered by the fire­ 
m en, and sank down from sight w ithin the 
ruins, w here the w ater yet hissed and steam ed 
am ong the hot stones and brick. 
As soon as the 
ruins were sufficiently cooled hundreds of w ill­ 
ing hands set about the herculean task of re­ 
m oving the Immense heap of m ssonry, and the 
enorm ous throng which by this tim e had gath­ 
ered w aited and w atched w ith breathless sus­ 
pense. 
RESCUING THE VTCTHÜL 
The first person rescued was George Gaines, a 
colored porter, who died soon alter being taken 
out. 
Helen Leport. Jennie Decker and Jacob B. 
T urpin were taken out and found to be only 
slightly injured. 
Huchael Craner jum ped from a window 
breaking her leg. 
At 9 o’clock H arris Stifllc, a traveler from 
Philadelphia, was rescued from beneath the 
mass of tim bers, w ith but slight injuries. 
N ear him was lound the dead body of Dwight 
H. Buell, who had evidently been suffocated. 
By this tim e the crowd of spectators bad in­ 
crease! to such proportions as to greatly im ­ 
pede the w ork of the rescuers. Accordingly the 
m ilitia was ordered out to aid the police, and 
rendered excellent service during th e day smd 
night Dy keeping th e crowd w ithin bounds. 
By noon telegram s of anxious iuquiiy were 
pouring in from every part o l the country, and 
friends o f those supposed to be in the ruins 
were arriving on every train, together w ith an 
im m ense crowd of curious people from sur­ 
rounding towns.

T his catastrophe was devoid of the harrow ing 
details, hair breadth escapes and thriU ing res­ 
cues attending an uncontrolled conflagration. 
One terrible crash, sm oke and flames, quick 
rushing stream s of w ater, and all was over. For 
this reason the disaster sim ply overw helm s peo­ 
ple, and the m agnitude ot the calam ity cannot 
be realized.

W a s h in g t o n , February ISth.—Ju d g e Edgerton 
of Indiana, who was rem oved from the position 
of Civil Service Commissioner teu days ago by 
th e President, to-night issues a volum inous let­ 
ter to the President in answ er to his etd er of 
removal. 
Iu opening his letter the Judge calls 
the P resid en ts attention to the fact th a t he ap­ 
pointed him (Edgerton) to the only appoiutive 
office he ever held, and now declares by his ac­ 
tion th at he regrets th e appointm ent. “I,” says 
Edgerton, “w ith equal right can say I regret i'ts 
acceptance.” Edgerton then says th at the l'res- 
m eni never m ade known his regret iu any way 
until the day of his rem oval, and had never in ­ 
tim ated. by action or otherw ise, th a t he was 
dissatisfied w ith him . T hen he' rebukes the 
Presideut for so acting and adds: 
“ Of course, if you believed m e unfit for the 
position, or neglectful ol duty, you should have 
rem oved m e long ago; but I presum e there were 
Presidential and political reasons why vou did 
not m ake the rem oval until after th e election. 
In this regard It would alm ost seem as If you 
were willing to play false w ith the M ugwumps 
to ecabie you to win w ith the Democrats. 
Aud 
here perm it me to define th e term o f ’Mug­ 
wum p' ..s referring to th a t class of political re­ 
form ers who have the spirit of reform ation 
w ithout the common sense and good judgm ent 
to rcfoim .

T H E L A T E S T C A B IN E T SLA TK . 


V,’.itc h e s o n E le c tric C a rs. 
Many complaints have been heard front 
residents of other cities, where there are 
electric railroads, that watches are so sen­ 
sitive to the electric current as to be much 
damaged. It seems to have been quite 
generally assumed that such will be the 
case with the watches of passengers on the 
electric cars in this city. So far as can be 
learned, no complaints on this score have 
yet been heard by any of the conductors 
on the Park Square Brookline route, and 
several of the conductors who were ques­ 
tioned on this subject to-day said their 
watches were keeping correct time. One 
conductor said that on one of the cars a 
week ago his watch—a gold one, of Elgin 
make—was three minutes fast. He showed 
the watch as he spoke, and it was still ex­ 
actly three minutes ah#ad of the correct 
time. If a watch is carried into the elec­ 
tric power house, said the conductor, it 
will of course be badly affected. 
He had 
not heard of auy watches being injured on 
the cars. 
Another conductor saia he did 
not know enough about electricity to sav 
wheiher or not watches would be injured, 
That his own time-piece was all right he 
was certain.— Boston Transcript. 


A L arge Origan. 
A correspondent of lei Science en Famiile 
states that in the Protestant church at Li­ 
ban, Russia, there is an Organ which occu­ 
pies the whole width of the church, about 
sixty feet, and has 131 registers, 8,000 
pipes and 14 bellows of large size. It has 
4 harpsichords and 1 pedal. The largest 
pipe is formed of planks 3 inches thick 
and 31 feet in length, and has a section of 7 
square inches, and weighs 1,540 pounds. 
Besides the 131 registers, there are 21 
accessory stops that permit of combining 
various parts of the instrument without 
having direct recourse to the registers. 
By a special pneumatic combination, the 
organist can couple the faur harpsichords 
and obtain surprising results. 
For the 
sake of comparison the following large 
instruments of this kind may be cited: 
Organ of the cathedral of Riga", 125 regis­ 
ters; Garden City cathedral, 120; S(. Al­ 
bert Hall, London, 100; cathedral of Ulrn, 
100; St. George’s Hall, Liverpool, 100; 
Notre Dame, Paris, 90; Boston cathedral, 
86; cathedral of Schwerin, 85; St. Nicho­ 
las church, Leipsic, 85; Cologne cathe­ 
dral, 42.— Scientific American.

F r e s h P o r k M ilp m t n t i f r o m t h e E a s t. 
M ohr & Yoerk yesterday received a 
load of 100 dressed hogs from Kansas City, 
to supply California dem ands. This is the 
first carload of fresh pork that has ever 
been shipped to the coast, and the order 
was an experim ental one. Shipm ents here­ 
tofore have always 
been 
cured hams, 
shoulders and bacon. The scarcity of hogs 
on the coast has been so great more re­ 
cently that prices for all kinds of hog pro­ 
ducts have been high, and packers were 
unable to obtain sufficient to keep their es­ 
tablishm ents in continuous operation, at 
prices that would enable them to compete 
w ith Eastern packers. The present ship­ 
m ent of fresh porkers was made in a re­ 
frigerator car. and arrived in such satis­ 
factory condition as to w arrant our packers 
in procuring supplies from the East.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


B usiness T ransacted by the B oard a t 
T heir Meeting; Yesterday. 
The City Fathers held their rsgqlar 
weekly meeting yesterday. According to 
the repoit of the Chief Engineer of the 
W ater W orks, 20,579,250 gallons of water 
was pum ped for the week ending Sun­ 
day, February 17th, the Holly pum p work­ 
ing 161 hours and the Stevens pum p 6 
hours. 
A petition rem onstrating against the 
grading and im proving of O street, from 
T hird to T enth, was received, and the 
num ber of property-owners signing being 
in the plurality, the proposed work will 
not be done. There were also received re­ 
monstrances against grading O street, front 
Twelfth to Tw enty-third, and although the 
street is sadly in need of im provem ent, the 
work will have to be dropped. 
In connection w ith the above rem on­ 
strances, one of the contracts fur street work 
said that if false statem ents regarding the 
cost of street work, etc., had not been circu­ 
lated. there would not be near as m any 
people objecting to the proposed improve­ 
ments. H e said that he knew a man who 
went along O street with a petition rem on­ 
strating agaiust the work, and representing 
to everyone that it would cost over $4 a 
front foot to pay for the same. Several 
parties made inquiries concerning the m at­ 
ter, and after they learned that it would 
pobably be but a trifle over #2, many were 
sorry they had signed. 
C. H . Cummings appeared before the 
Board and asked them to rescind the order 
opening an 
alley 
through 
the 
block 
bounded by E and F, Sixteenth and Seven­ 
teenth streets. 
He said that there was 
really no necessity for it, and he did not see 
how it could benefit anyone. 
He said that 
some time ago Governor Stanford had 
authorized him to sell the property, but 
that lately the Governor said he was glad 
it had not been sold, as his wife had 
thought of building some public institution 
there, but had not yet fuliv determined on 
the matter. 
The Board ordered that the opening cf 
the alley be delayed for two weeks, and in 
the m eantim e they would learn w hat was 
to be done with the block. 
E. K. Alsip appeared and presented a 
resolution which he wished passed, author­ 
izing the Central Railroad Company to run 
horse cars on their road, instead of running 
the cars by electricity. 
H e said that the 
company could not possslbly afford to con­ 
tinue to operate the road as heretofore, as 
already the expenses were a little over $600 
more than the car earned, and they’ were 
not satisfied that it was just the thing they 
wanted. 
He said they did not propose to 
drop electricity by any means, but just as 
soon as the electric m otor power was per­ 
fected, they would run electric cars. 
Frank Miller said he was a property- 
owner on J street and thought the Central 
Railway Company acted in good faith. They 
experimented with electricity, found it was 
not the thing jnst yet, and concluded that 
they would do the next best—run horse 
cars. H e asked that the Board allow them 
the privilege of running cars a la Carey 
style. 
W . F. Peterson and B. U. Steinm an 
spoke in the sam e strain and said it was 
but a question of “ horse cars or nothing,” 
and they didn’t w ant to see the track torn 
up after all the expense the people bad 
gone to. 
F. D. Meyers said he did not think the 
Trustees should grant the company that 
right. 
H e said that if Messrs. Alsip and 
Lewis did not w ant to run electric cars, 
that maybe somebody else did. H e knew 
that the cars could be run with profit by 
electricity, and said they ought to be made 
to keep tneir promise. 
R. S. Carey came in for his say. H e 
didn’t think the Board were doing ju st the 
right thing in giving th? Central Railway 
Company such a liberty, and said it was a 
regular insult to him . The Trustees con­ 
demned his horse-car road, aud now they 
were going to grant another company the 
right to run them . 
H e said he knew 
electricity would not be a success, and con­ 
tinued: 
“ You fellows went off' with the 
craze of one-lunged electric fellows, and 
you see w hat it’s come to. 
Don’t you for­ 
get it. that as soon as I find electricity bet­ 
ter than horses for street cars, you can bet 
I’ll have ’em on m y road. 
My old bob­ 
tails are the best thing, after all.” 
The Mayor said he thought it was merely 
a question of having cars or no cars, and he 
thought the Board should grant the peti­ 
tioners their request. 
Trustee W olf said be thought there 
should be a lim it set to the thing, and sug­ 
gested that the company be allowed to run 
horse-cars for a year. 
It was afterward decided to allow them 
to run their cars w ith horses for the next 
eighteen m onths. The cars, six in n u m ­ 
ber, will be here on A pril 1st. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
grade and im prove N ineteenth street from 
E to G and Twent h-sixth street from J to 
U. Also the alley between J and K, Sixth 
and Seventh, will be im proved by putting 
down bitum inous rock and a'sphallum 
pavement, granite crossings, etc. 
Mayor Gregory said 
that 
som ething 
should be done with all the “vsgs” that the 
police take in. W e did not believe in feeding 
ihetn w ithout getting some benefit for it 
and suggested that they be made to break 
rock and granite for the streets. Granite 
conld be brought from Folsom for $3 50 a 
car, delivered tn the city, and he thought 
that a yard could be made back of the City 
Prison aud that all the male prisoners be 
set to breaking granite “ for an appetite.” 
The m atter will be considered at the next 
meeting. 
The following proposed ordinance was 
read for the first time: 
Section L Section 3 of Chapter S of Ordinance 
No. 17 is hereby amended to read as follows: 
It shall be unlawful for any person or persons 
to use any sidewalk within the city limits, ex­ 
cept for the purpose of displaying such goods, 
wares or merchandise as may form a part of 
the stock, wares or merchandise ; said display 
not to occupy more than lour leet in width, 
commencing at the front fine of the lo t; pro­ 
vided, however, that merchants and others re­ 
ceiving and delivering goods shall be allowed 
twelve hours from the time the same are de­ 
posited aud until removed : and provided, fur­ 
ther. that a space of six feet in width shall at 
all timesfbe kept clear for the accommodation of 
the public. 
The Hartford Steam Boiler inspect 
and Insurance Company reported that the 
boilers of the W ater W orks were in good 
condition. 
The Board adjourned after ordering a 
few bills paid.

Sometimes we see the unseen better, as we 
look at the scenes The old eastern people 
boasted that the palm tree was good for 37G dif­ 
ferent things. Its fruit was eaten : of its sap 
thev made wine for medicinal purposes ; the 
bark they used in manufacturing, aud it is said 
there was not a particle of the tree that was not 
good for something, it was good from top to 
bottom. 
Did you ever sit down and figure up how 
many things you were gocd for? Some of you 
might get up on your feet aud say : “I am good 
for—1 am—I am —and then couldn't think of a 
thing to save your lives that you were good for. 
Some of you old fellows say, “You can’t put 
everything on one man," but until you are gcod 
for 376 things you cannot say. “I measured up to 
the fullntss of the palm tree: you can’t put any­ 
thing more on me." Do you know tills: 
A 
man that is really good for any one thing is tol­ 
erable good for everything, and a man that is 
not really goo 1 for any one thing is g-xal ¡or 
nothing. 1 like a man who can stand up and 
say, “I am good as a Christian, .as a worker, 
good to visit the siek, to help the poor, good lor 
anything, good to serve God everj where.” 
A combination corse is the best kind of an 
animal; one that is good to ride, to drive, to 
plow, good anywhere. 
The most valuable member of the rhurcli is 
a combinati >n member; good anywhere you 
hitch him. [Laughter.] 1 have beeu a pastor 
eight years and J had some of that sort. They 
are a ionic to a preacher and a thing of life lo á 
church. 
Money don’t make a goad church member. 
Many a man who has but 510 (X»0 is worth a 
dozen men who have got a half a million dol­ 
íais. It is not wbat a man has got; it is how he 
uses it. if you do nothing you are nothing. In 
proportion as you manifest uothiugness, you are 
nothing. You get up aud say, “ Brother, 1 have 
got it right here ” (placing bisliand on the front 
of his vest). Got what? 
Your breaktast? 
[Laughter.] That's where I put my breakfast. 
[Laughter. ] If you want to locate my religion 
I have got it all over me; on my tongue, to I 
can talk it; iu my bead, so I can think it; in 
my heart, so I ean live good. Did you ever 
have it all over you? If I haven't got religion 
but iu one place, let that place be my right 
hand so 1 can work for good. 
The speaker then compared the growth ol the 
palm-tree to the growth of the lqllowersof God, 
and said “Everywhere a palm-tree grows others 
spring up arouud it.” 
Did you ever notice the bay tree ? It blossoms 
but bears no fruit, and it only grows in marshy 
laud, and it only casis it's shade where sun­ 
shine is needed. So it is in some of your lives. 
Your shadow is cast over the lives of your chil­ 
dren shutting Gcd's presence out of their hearts. 
God save us irom being bay trees. 
At the conclusion ol the service fifteen names 
were handed in to the pastors of the churches, 
of those who desired to identify themselves 
with the churches.

Madame Modjeska's art is that of 
genius adorned by intelligent conception of 
the work in hand. She lives the part she 
acts, but does so after a careful and studied 
consideration of intent of the author she 
interprets. It is the fascination of her ease 
and naturalness that charms; she looks the 
love one expects to irridiate the character 
of Rosalind; it dances in her eyes, it glows 
in her countenance; it is disclosed in every 
movement; it lilts 
the 
actress above 
herself 
into the part, 
and 
gives 
a 
trium ph to effort 
to 
realize Shakes­ 
peare’s thought. 
There is no living 
artist whose gestures are more eloquent, or 
whose facial expression is more significant. 
H er Rosalind was a sym metrical im per­ 
sonation; a refinem ent of dram atic art 
trium phing over natural obstacles and 
physical hindrances. H ersnpport was good, 
Mr. Yanderfell m aking a thoroughly good 
Orlando, and Mr. Osbourne a Touchstone 
of exceptional 
excellence, 
while Miss 
Charlotte T ittle’s Celia was a surprise to 
even the most ardent of that young lady’s 
California friends. 
She is a native of the 
State, and in her profession has done 
it credit by the steadiness and thorough­ 
ness of her advancement. 
A graceful, 
handsome, intelligent young woman, who 
as a foil to Modjeska is support that artist 
m ust thoroughly appreciate.

The Judiciary Com m ittee o f th e Senate has 
m ade a report on the resolution introduced 
about ten days ago by Senator Dray, w hich w ill 
set at rest the talk about further legislation be­ 
ing needed in regard to th e site for th e United 
States G overnm ent buildiLg in this city. 
The 
resolution was as follows: 
Resolved, T hat the Com m ittee on Judiciary of 
( the Senate is requested to exam iue and report 
w hether any further legislation is necessary on 
the part of the State of California to the United 
States Governm ent in th e m atter of Postoffice 
and other public building sites necessary (or 
the use of said Governm ent, and if they find 
th a t m ore legislation is necessary, to report a 
bill for th a t purpose. 
T he com m ittee says: “We have h ad th e same 
under consideration, and respectfully report 
th a t we have exam ined the subject in said reso­ 
lution contained, and on said exam ination find 
that no further legislation is necessary thereon.” 
The Com m ittee on City and County Govern­ 
m ent yesteroay reported favorably a"substitute 
for S B. 484. introduced by Senator Bowers. 
This bill proposed to chaDge th e boundaries of 
San Diego City aud leave Coronado Beach out 
ol the corporation, as th a t village w ants to set 
up for itself. And there Is m uch feeling in San 
Diego and on the beach regarding it. 
Senator 
Bowers, upon consultation w ith the Judiciary 
C om m ittee, h as found out th a t there is no law 
allow ing a city to exclude any part o f its te rri­ 
tory. and the C onstitution expressly prohibits a 
special law for this purpose. 
There are m any 
cities in Caliioruia th a t com prise the original 
pueblo aud there is now no way to cut off the 
country from the city. T he city oi San Diego is 
com pelled to collect city taxes nearly tw enty 
m iles from town, as th at pueblo extends about 
tw enty-six m ilts along the coast. The substitute 
provides a m ethod th at leaves the w hole m atter 
of changing the boundaries of a cftvto the vote™ 
thereof. 
Last Saturday the pages of the Assembly pre­ 
sented Speaker Howe w ith a box of H avana 
cigars. 
T he Assembly Com m ittee on Federal Rela­ 
tions w ill m eet at 9:30 this m orniug, in Room 55. 
Up to last evening 606 bills had been intro 
duced in the Senate and 594 in the Assembly. 
W. L. Dudley, of Stockton, w ill speak in the 
Assembly Chaml>er this evening on th e subject 
of woman suffrage. 
An eft'urt was m ade in the Senate yesterday 
evening to hold a night session, but failed by a 
vote of 16 to 16. It was noticed th a t mostly 
those who voted for holding the evening session 
were th e ones w ho usually favored adjourn­ 
m ents at any tim e, and who do very little when 
they are present. The m atter was m ade plain 
w hen it was discovered th at about h alf of the 
Senators bad received com plim entary tickets to 
Modjeska’s perform ance at the Metrojxrlitan, 
aud those wno had been slighted were attem pt­ 
ing to m ake the favored ones rem ain at the 
Capitol. 
On Friday night last, w hen the Senate was in 
confusion, áud the w ine was flowing in the Ser­ 
geant at-Arms’ room over the result of the con­ 
tested election cases, P inder succeeded in get­ 
ting a leave of absence for the Com m ittee on 
Fish and Game. They took a clerk and w ent to 
San Francisco, and took carriages for the Cliff 
House, for the alleged purpose of exam ining 
into the ’ seal nuisance. 
The seals gave no 
testim ony, but the com m ittee h ad a good tim e, 
and the taxpayers will foot the bill. 
The Assembly Com m ittee on Public Morals 
held a m eeting last evening and considered the 
bill for suppression of pool rooms. T. J. Ciunie 
appeared as counsel again-t th e bill and intro­ 
duced several wltuesses to show that breeding 
blood horses depended on racing, and racing ou 
betting, and th at w ithout these stim ulants this 
im portant industry would decline. Ira P. R an­ 
kin, of Sau Francisco. President of the Society 
for Suppression of Vice, took issue w ith this 
proposition, but said th a t it such were th e re­ 
sults the financial interest of a few rich m en 
should not be perm itted to outw e.gh the m oral 
interest of the com m unity. The com m ittee con­ 
cluded its hearing.
